e Stocks and flows: 


The ‘stock’ number of migrants is the number of people living in a 
country who have migrated there at some point. ‘Flow’ based estimates 
look at the number of people who have moved over the course of a 
fixed period of time 


e Mid-year and calendar year: 


Most of our migration estimates are available on mid-year periods 
(from 1 July of a given year to 30 June of the next year), but some 
estimates are available on calendar year periods (1 January to 31 
December of the same year).
